nations in conflict over sexuality issues 
today it is no wonder that Jesus prayed for 
the "oneness" of the disciples in his "High 
Priestly Prayer" of John chapter 17. As 
most of you know, our ELCA Churchwide 
Assembly Synod will be meeting August 
8 th -14 th in Orlando, Florida and they will be 
voting in response to proposals to allow the 
ordination of non-celibate gays (Lutherans 
have always allowed the ordination of celi- 
bate gays), and the "blessing ceremonies" 
for same sex unions. One of our new 



members. Roger Martinez, will be a voting 
delegate in Orlando on behalf of our Rocky 
Mountain and so we ask your prayers for 
the ELCA during this "testing" time. A cou- 
ple of members have proposed that we 
organize a prayer vigil during the assembly 
and if you would like to be a part of that, 
please let us know. 

I believe that Faith Community has displayed 
amazing grace and respect towards one an- 
other as we've discussed these issues and 
various view points. Having said that, my 
sense is that there is considerable consensus 
here 1) we should always be welcoming of all 
who gather here to worship and commune and 
study God's Word-after all, we're all sinners, 
and 2) that you are counting on Pastor Bruce 
and me to stand firm for traditional Christian 
values. Our goal is to simply be faithful to what 
we believe scripture teaches. Thanks for your 
love and prayers and encouragement! 

2) On our recent VBS. ..Once again our 
church enjoyed a remarkable week of love 
& laughter & learning in Jesus' name. In 
case you missed it, our "Lava Lava Island" 
theme included 30+ volunteers in addition 
to 60+ kids. Lots of energy and excitement 
in the air during those three mornings 
which included colorful island displays and 
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costumes and singing and

3) On our Workcamp Sunday July 24th. ..we 

celebrated the ministry of our 30 workcamp 
youth (and their 7 adult sponsors) through 
songs and stories and PowerPoint pic- 
tures. We've had a long and strong history 
of serving on summer workcamp mission 
trips and this past June our group served 
at a workcamp in Red Lake, MN; a com- 
munity which earlier this year experienced 
a tragic shooting in their high school. A 
special thanks to Sililo Wooching who is 
always the most popular dad in camp(!) for 
his cheerful, energetic and passionate wit- 
ness as leader of our group. Once again, 
we thank God for our church which has 
been so very supportive of this wonderful 
outreach ministry, and we thank God for 
he privilege of sharing the love of Jesus 
with those who need help and God's heal- 
ing. 

4) On our building progress. ..As you can 

see, this expansion of our current educa- 
tion wing will include another cupola in the 
roof, which will allow a generous amount of 
natural light to flow down into the "garden 
level" of our expansion. How wonderful it 
will be to get more education space, a new 
library, a new choir rehearsal room, a new 
high school youth room, a new middle 
school youth room, a new computer lab, 
several larger multi-purpose rooms, 
and. ...possible preschool space.

Thoughts poured from the spout of 
Kristen Baltrum, Deaconess 

Rollie Martinson is one of the top youth and family ministry gurus of our time. He 
is professor of Youth and Family Ministry at Luther Seminary and quite literally 
"wrote the book" for Youth and Family Ministry for the ELCA. He has been doing 
some great research on congregations who have Exemplary youth ministries in 
place. On his research tour, he stopped at a little dying church in a rural setting 
for worship. The Sunday Rollie was there was to be the last Sunday this congre- 
gation was going to worship, since the literal foundation of the building was crum- 
bling and the congregation along with it. Then something happened. 

When it was time for worship to begin, a grandmother picked up her two year old 
granddaughter and walked her up to the altar to light the candles. The little girl 
held the candle lighter and tried her hardest to light the candle. Her grandmother 
gently guided her hands while the congregation watched with baited breath for 
what seemed like an eternity. Then, finally, the altar candle lit, the child smiled ear 
to ear, the congregation applauded and worship began. 

So it is with faith. Faith is not something that you can pick up off the 
shelf at the grocery store, or a christian bookstore for that matter. 
Sure, the resources are there, but faith is a gift that comes only 
from our great and awesome God, and we pass it down from gen- 
eration to generation. It is part of what we need to do as God's 
"grown-ups." We need to be picking up the children in our midst 
and helping them to light the candles of their faith. We need to 
guide them along the way, teaching them and loving them. 

The candle lighting moment made the difference for that congrega- 
tion. That afternoon a meeting was called and they decided that 
the congregation could not close. It was too important for the chil- 
dren in that time and place. The grandmother said to Rollie, "This 
congregation needs to stay alive to walk with my granddaughter 
through her baptismal waters." They committed to the congregation and its building and now it is a growing 
and thriving worshipping community. Young people are being encouraged and lifted up and grown-ups are 
busying themselves with passing on the faith. All because of a child, a grandmother, and a candle. ~

Via de Cristo is patterned on Jesus' 
own example. He searched out and 
called a small group of potential lead- 
ers; He trained them by word and ex- 
ample and inspired them with a vision; 
He linked them together and sent them 
out into the world to bring the world to 
Him. 

Via de Cristo is a renewal movement 
of the church patterned on Jesus' ex- 
ample. Its purpose is to help those in 
the church understand their individual 
callings to be Christian Leaders . The 
leadership may be exercised in work 
situations, in the family and social life, 
in leisure activities, and within the 
Church environment. Leadership, in 
Via de Cristo, does not mean power 
over others, but influence on others; all 
of us need to be aware that we can 
exert a positive influence on those 
around us. 

What is Via de Cristo? 

Literally meaning "way of Christ", Via 
de Cristo is a short course in Christian- 
ity that is designed to provide all Chris- 
tians with a significant foundation for 
individual and community spiritual 
growth. Grace and Growth are com- 
bined in an exciting and energetic way. 
At the Via de Cristo the participants 
become increasingly aware that they 
are a part of a community abounding 
in God's grace. The three days are a 
triple encounter: with Christ; with 
Christian brothers and sisters; and 
with a Christian community. 

History of Via de Cristo 

Via de Cristo originated as the Roman 
Catholic Cursillo movement which be- 
gan in Spain in 1948 and moved to 
America in the late 50's. The first Lu- 
theran- sponsored Cursillos (the early 
name for Via de Cristo) were held in 
Miami, Florida in 1971 . In addition to 



the Roman Catholic and Lutheran 
movements there are similar expres- 
sions in the Methodist, Reformed, 
Episcopal, Presbyterian, and other 
Christian churches. Today, more that 2 
million Christians in 50 nations have 
attended a "Cursillo" weekend. 

Format of The Weekend 

The Via de Cristo weekend is an expe- 
rience in Christian sharing and living. 
During the 72-hours, fourteen talks will 
be presented: Five talks are given by 
Lutheran pastors and nine by lay peo- 
ple. A final talk is given on sponsorship 
by the lay director. The weekend also 
includes chapel each morning, com- 
munion, small group discussions, 
sharing, music, singing, laughter, and 
prayer. The fourteen talks are dis- 
cussed by the participants and will in- 
clude a Christian perspective on the 
following subjects: 

Ideal 
Grace 

Lay People in the Church 
Importance of Study 
A Day in the Life of a Christian 
Apostolic Action 
Obstacles to a Life in Grace 
Christian Actions in the Community 

Each of the talks deals with living 
one's life in God's grace. 

Who Goes To Via de Cristo? 

Via de Cristo is not designed to con- 
vert anyone to Christianity. It is meant 
for those who are already faithful and 
committed to Christ and His church. 
Once again, the goal of Via de Cristo 
is to encourage Christians in their lives 
of faith and increase their awareness 
of grace and service to the Church and 
the world. During a Via de Cristo 
weekend, those who have previously 
attended are called "The Team", and it 
is their responsibility to serve you in 
every possible way. 

When is Via de Cristo Held? 

Weekends in the Colorado movement 
are generally held three times per 
year. Men's and Women's weekends 
are held in March and November , and 




a Co-ed weekend 
is held during June 
or July. 

How Can I Attend Via de Cristo? 

Contact the church office, or other 
members of FCLC who have attended, 
i.e. Pastor Dan & Cindy, Ed & Diane 
Broestl, Harlan & Janelle Olson, Kirk 
Olson, Shea Baker, Wayne & Kaydene 
Hubert, Ella Lien, Margaret Greene, 
Monte & Lorna Ott, and Jeanette 
Wittmer to name a few. In total, more 
than 40+ members from FCLC have 
attended a VdC weekend . 

What Happens After The Weekend? 

The weekend is only a beginning. 
What you learn and share during the 
weekend will hopefully be taken back 
and put into practice in your local con- 
gregation and community. You will be 
supported by many others who have 
attended a Via de Cristo before or with 
you. Small groups meet regularly 
(usually weekly) to affirm one another 
and to share the Christian life of 
Grace. These activities inspire, chal- 
lenge, and encourage Christian action 
in homes, churches, and communities. 

How Much Does The Weekend 
Cost? 

It is our policy to not charge pilgrims 
(you) for the weekend. It is a gift from 
God. 

May I Go with a Spouse or Friend? 

Yes, we strongly recommend that 
spouses and friends attend a first Via 
de Cristo weekend together. Marriages 
and friendships can be strengthened 
and deepened by the Via de Cristo 
experience. Fall and Spring Colorado 
weekends are split into all men and all 
women weekends, with the men going 
first. Since 2001 , there have been co- 
ed weekends in the summer. Spouses 
and friends are also encouraged to 
serve on teams together. 

In Summary 

Not everyone who attends a Via de 
Cristo weekend will receive the same 
benefit; but all who attend will be 
blessed, and most will be strength- 
ened in their desire to be a blessing in 
their churches and Christian communi-

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The View from 
the Coffee Cup

Recently I have been looking at some texts from the Book 
of Revelation, particularly in the part that deals with letters 
to seven churches, all located in what today is western 
Turkey (Rev 2-3). As I did so, I realized once again how 
grateful I am that I was able to travel to all seven of those 
Biblical sites when I visited Turkey several years ago. 

What a difference that has made for me! For instance, the 
city called Pergamum (Rev 2:12-1 7) is not just another 
name in a strange book. I still vividly recall celebrating 
communion there in a Greek-style theater on a high hill- 
h side... a truly spectacular setting for a Sunday worship 
r , 7 service. Or when I see the word "Ephesus" I think not just 
of words in Revelation 2:1-7 and in St. Paul's letter to the 
Ephesians. I also remember wandering through the city's 
streets and seeing its ancient facades and exploring an 
old theater there that is prominent in Acts 1 9. 



I could go on and on, but what I'm getting at is this: Next 
spring (April 18 - May 3) Pastor Dan and I, and Turkey- 
veteran Doug Johnson will be leading a group to this fas- 
cinating and beautiful country. We'll be visiting most of the 
same places that have immeasurably enriched my Bible reading 
for almost twenty years now. You are invited to join us. If you 
would like to explore this possibility, or if you would just like to 
see a program that I have developed on Biblical and historical 
sites in Turkey, you are invited to an hour of "Talking Turkey" at 
church on Sunday afternoon, July 31 , at 4 p.m. I'd love to be 
able to talk Turkey with you and to share some of the discover- 
ies and fun that this kind of travel can bring.
